The letter 
to the coroner requested that the bodies 
be cremated. No reason was given for 
the crime. Franklin had often acted in 
a crazy manner.

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A STUfU) ACCUSATION. 

"The S. & O. railway should have 
been completed two years ago, and had 
not the Government played the JflDAS, 
it would have been. This is well under- 
stood in Spallurnclioen and Okanagan, 
and it is not likely that the recent elec- 
tioneering dodge in the shape of an in- 
terest guarantee on t he bonds of the 
company will have the eil'ect to bribe 
the electors of these localities to an un- 
qualified support of an administration 
which never utilize their progressive in- 
stincts except to conserve individual in- 
terests." 

Tho above is from a leading article iu 
Monday's itsuc of our evening contem- 
porary. AYe have ulready seen how 
ludicrously unfortunate it was in the 
attempt it made in the same article to 
disparage the bridge and road policy of 
the Government. Let us now see what 
ground it has for the accusation con- 
tained in the above extract. During its 
session in 1887 the Legislature passed an 
act granting to the Snuswap and Okan- 
ugon Railway a cash bonus of S'JOO.OOO, 
equal to $4,000 a mile. Bin the act 
only came into operation about the end 
of the year. During last session the 
company came before the Executive and 
asked to have the uid put in the form 
of a guarantee of interest upon its 
bonds, — stating as the reason 
for seeking the change that the cash 
bonus would not enable them to float 
their bonds, but a provincial guarantee 
would. Wo violate uo coulidence (for 
it was well understood at the time) in 
stating that this proposition, although 
favorably regarded by a majority of the 
House and of the Cabinet, was rejected 
on account of the determined opposition 
of the late Premier. 

There is good reason for believ- 
ing that a somewhat similar propo- 
sition will be entertained by the 
Executive and submitted to the 
Legislature at its next session. Indeed, 
as much wus intimated by tho Premier 
iu tho course of his recent speech at 
Kamloops. Of cour38, the conditions 
under which this new proposition will 
be submitted are much more favorable 
to tho Province than those 
under which the former propo- 
sition fur a guarantee was 
made. The Dominion cash bonus of 
$163,000, which has been secured by 
the company, is to be paid over to the 
Provincial government. What is of 
still greater importance, an arrange- 
ment has been agreed upon between 
tho S. & O. Railway Company and the 
C. P. R. Company, by which the latter 
company undertakes to stock and oper- 
ate the S, & (J. road', paying to its 
owners forty per cent, of its gross 
earnings, and this forty per cent, is to 
form a fund guaranteeing the Province 
against being ultimately out of pocket 
for interest on the company's bonds, 
The advantage of having the road 
stocked and operated by the C. P. K. 
Company must be apparent, and go 
far towards ensuring success in 
every way and rendering the 
road a much greater public benefit 
than could reusonably lie hoped for, 
were it to bo operated by a weaker com- 
pany, which might not always be in 
harmony with tho more powerful com- 
pany. Nor is it too much to predict 
that, with the Dominion bonus of $163 - 
000, and tho ever-accumulating fund 
arising from the forty per cent., the 
chuueesofthe Province being a single 
dollar out of pocket under this arrange- 
inent are very remote indeed. To our 
mind, keeping in view the favorable ar- 
rangement made with the C. P. R. 
Company, it is far more likely that tho 
road will meet the interest on its bonds 
boforo tho .$1 tj.T.OOO coming from the 
federal treasury shull have beon ex- 
hausted.

If there 
was a particle of fairness in its composi- 
tion it would not have stigmatised the 
proposal to give an interest guarantee 
on the bonds of the S. & O. Company as 
"an electioneering dodge." It was no 
electioneering dodge, us the Times very 
well knows, but a bona tide proposal to 
uid the roud in the most effective man- 
ner possible. This tho projectors of the 
road well know, and this is why they 
seek to have the money subsidy changed 
for a guarantee. We are glad to find 
that the Government regards their re- 
quest as reasonable, and is disposed to 
give them what they want. To guaran- 
tee the bonds of a load is often the 
most effective way of assisting it. It 
enables the company readily to raise 
money, and if the project is a practi- 
cable one, it can be done with little or 
no risk to tho guaranteeing government. 
Tho Government of India lias aided 
roads in this way with the very best 
results. By pursuing this guaranteeing 
policy it did what was considered best 
for the country and best for the rail- 
ways. The Government of India is 
under no necessity to resort to election- 
eering dodges. The Argentine Repub- 
lic aids railroads by guarantees, not bc- 
outiso it wants to "bribo" electors, but 
because it is desirous of developing 
the resources of tho country. And 
this is why the Government of this 
Province proposes to extend a guaran- 
tee to the S. it O. Railway. Its object 
is to provide railroad accommodations 
for those who need it. And it will no 
doubt succeed. If at the same time it 
increases its popularity, the result will 
not be unwelcome. The Government 
that does its duty ought to become 
popular, and deserves to be well sup 
ported. 

There is no sense in imputing to a 
Government un improper motive for 
doing a good act.

liut the interesting dotails of 
the now proposition have led us away 
from the primary object of the present 
writing. What is there in the histori- 
cal facts narrated in tho curlier part, of 
this article to justify the strictures of 
our contemporary ? How is it possible 
that tho road "should" and "would" 
havo been "completed two years ago," 
when, as a matter of fact, tho act only 
came into operation on tho 24th of No- 
vember,, 1887 1 Accord! ng to our con- 
temporary, thirty-six days should have 
sufficed to make all financial and other 
arrangements and "complete" the rail- 
way ! Could anything well bo more 
absurd '! Anil in what way, wo should 
like to know, did "tho Government play 
Judas" in the matter? That the finan- 
cial aid granted was most liberal, will 
be admitted on all hands; nor are we 
uware of the Government having moved 



THE BONUS BY-LA WS. 

The appeal to the ratepayers on the 
bonus by-laws takes place on Tuesday 
next. The sum asked for by the cor- 
poration to establish four industries in 
the city is not large. The rice mills, 
the sugar refinery, the flouring mill and 
the paper mill will be of great use to 
the city. They will do much towards 
making Victoria the manufacturing 
centre of the province, and they will 
very considerably increase its trade. 
The money which the establishments 
will cause to be circulated in the city 
will he quite considerable, and will ndi 
to the earnings and the profits of many 
of the citizens. The money asked for 
(•■jfifj.OHM)) is a comparatively small 
sum, a mere nothing when what will 
be gained by having the establishments 
at work in the town is considered. 

There are some who object to the by 
laws because, us they believe, the Board 
of Aldermen have nut exacted sufficient 
security that the mills will he built for 
the purposes proposed, and that they 
will bo operated in good faith by their 
owners. " What is to hinder," they 
say, " the projectors erecting the mills, 
drawing the bonus and theu allowing 
them to remain idle." The objection 
may at lirst appear somewhat plausible, 
but when the circumstances under which 
the milh are to be built arc considered, 
they will not, we think, seem very 
strong. In the lirst place, according to 
the by-law the Council cannot author- 
ize the payment of the bonus until three 
months after tho Company have fur- 
nished to the Corporation good and sat- 
isfactory proof that the contemplated 
mill ami refinery and the machinery con- 
nected therewith have been erected 
within the municipality of Victoria, and 
in the caso of the Flour .Mill having a 
capacity of one hundred barrels a day, 
in the case of the Refinery of fifty bar- 
rels a day, and in the case of the Paper 
.Mill until *60,000 lias been expended 
upon it. The mills must be completed 
aud in running order on or before the 
1st day of July, 1891, and the refinery 
in duly, 1893. We think that the 
Council can easily assure itself after the 
mills and refinery have been finished 
and in running order three months 
whether or not they have been built in 
good faith for the purpose of being hon- 
estly worked, or whether they have 
been erected merely for the sake of the 
bonus. When it is considered how 
small the bonus ia in all three cases in 
comparison with the cost of the works 
the last supposition seems wildly im- 
probable. Itis not to bo supposed that 
the Mount Royal Milling and Manufac- 
turing Company will build a flouring 
mill and sugar refinery and furnish them 
with machinery sufficient to turn out a 
hundred barrels of Hour and fifty bar- 
reltf of sugar a day, expending it may 
be 8300,000 for tho sake of fraudulently 
obtaining §511,000 of tho city's money, 
This is a very wild supposition, indeed. 
It is to be presumed that tho 
members of the Company are 
men of average common sense, but 
they would not deserve that character 
if they built mills to coot three hundred 
thousand dollars, or indeed any con- 
-adorable sum for tho purpose of cheat- 
ing the city out of fifty thousand dol- 
lars. Hut the company is known to bo 
composed of gentlemen of high standing 
as regards integrity, and they have tho 
character of being shrewd business men. 
Tho saino may bo said with regard to 
Mr. Howurtson. No one bolievos him 
to be. u fool, but tho man who would 
spend er.0,000 on a paper mill for the 
fun of doing the city of Victoria out of 
JlS.fjOO must be a far greater fool than 
ho is a rogue. The objectors, too, as- 
sunifi that tho city council in composed 
of idiots who after a mill has been built 
throo months, aro not able to sue whethor 
the intention! of tho owners are to work 
it or to allow it to lie idle, having built 



it moroly for tho »ako of dnwing the 
bonus. We do not tldnk that there ia 
any one in the city who has really so lrw 
an Opinion of the present City Council or 
any City Council likely to be elected 
ustoboliove it to be utterly devoid of 
common seimo or business ability. For 
our part, wo cannot see what reason 
there ia for hesitation. Those rate- 
payers who would like to seo the indus- 
tries established arc quite as safe in vo- 
ting for tho by-laws as at present drawn 
up as they would be if they contained 
ny number of conditional and precau- 
tionary clauses. The very smallness of 
the bonuses is a guurunteo of good faith 
on the part of the projectors. They may 
lepend upon it that it is their deter- 
ablation to make the mills and refinery 
pay if their exertions and tho circum- 
stances of the country permit. We, 
thercforo, confidently expect that tho 
ratepayers will do their part towards 
furthering the- interests of the city by 
pussing all four by-laws by sweeping 
majorities. 

THE DRILL SHED SITE. 

Wo trust that tho Board of Alder- 
nen will see the importance of provid- 
ing n suitable site for the proposed drill 
shed. Tho erection of tho building ao 
much required by tho city depends upon 
them. If they provide a convenient site 
the drill abed will be built, or will bo in 
course of erection, in a few months. If 
they hesitate about the matter and re- 
fuse to give the ground it may be years 
before the drill shed is erected. We 
learn that they are willing to give a sito 
at tho head of Pandora street. This 
spot is regarded as not sufficiently cen- 
tral. A drill shed and armory should 
be easily accessible from all parts of the 
town, hut the head of Pandora street is 
very much out of the way. A good site 
could easily be obtained in a more cent- 
ral situation. If tho city has not land 
well adapted for the purpose, why not 
sell the Pandora street lots, and with the 
money buy a suitable site ? This seems 
the shortest and easiest way out of the 
difficulty. Tho Dominion Government 
gives tho grant of fifteen thousand dol- 
lars on condition that the city provide 
the ground to erect the building upon, 
ft ia to the city's interest to have a 
handsome drillshed woll situated, and 
the Councillors could do nothing that 
would please a large aud not unihfllien- 
tial part of the population of the city 
better than to exert themselves to get a 
suitable piece of ground. This could 
easily be done without adding to the 
burdens of the ratepayers. The ei 
tirjn of the drill shed, too, would give 
employment to quite a number of me- 
chanics, and §15,000 spent in material 
and wages is not to be despised by thoso 
who have the welfare of the working 
men of the city at heart. We trust 
that the Aldermen will givo the matter 
their favorable consideration. If they 
do, they will not be long in finding some 
way to get a good site for the Victoria 
drill-shed.

Am Interesting Article on Lepers 
and Leprosy in Norway. 

C»«pUie Imhltloil the Oulr Method That 
Should be Adopttd to Check the 
Sersad ofths Uneleau Blseasf. 



unless ho has received the in foot ion, 
either directly or indirectly, from n 
person Buffering from t lie disease, The 
opinion that leprosy can be propagated 
by direct contact ban been recently fort i - 
Bed by the results of n very remarkable 
experiment. The essential facts of the 
case, which ht»S been often referred to, 
are few and simple. A murderer con- 
demned to death In the .Sandwich Islands 
was offered a commutation of his sen 
fence, on condition that he would allow 
himsolf to be inoculated with leprous 
matter. The oiler was accepted by the 
man, and the operation was performed on 
November 5, 1885. In September of 
la»t year, he was examined by the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Health and the 
Government Physican, Honolulu, and 
they concluded their report by stating. 
"It is our decided opinion that this man 
is a tubercular leper." It is only fair to 
mention that other reported instances, in 
which inoculation lod to no results, would 
seem to contradict the lesson to be drawn 
from the above-mentioned case. It m 
not, however, claimed thut leprosy is 
always capable of being transferred by 
inoculation from m,vi to man. Various 
diseases evidently possess different de 
trrees of contagious power; there is al 
least one which seldom, if ever, fail to 
produce its direful effects, when com- 
municated by inoculation. In the case itl 
leprosy, other conditions may be nooos- 
sary for tho success of the experiment, e. 
g. a depraved state of he. lib. due to one 
or more of a largo number of causes, or, 
as Mr. Maenamara exprosses himself, 
"It may well be that the susceptibility 
to the development of the disease, even 
by contagion, is not universal." .More 
over, the failure of the experiments, 
which were performed in Europe, might 
have been due to the weakness of the 
virus employed in the inoculations. 
Paaleur and others have proved that some 
of the qualities of bacilli may undergo 
considerable modifications] their virul- 
ence, for example, may become much 
diminished, while their morphological 
qualities remain unchanged. 

Several other considerations might be 
adduced in support of the view that 
leprosy is a contagious disease, but the 
limits I have assigned to myself in this 
paper will not allow of their discussion. 
A few remarks must be added with re- 
gard to the lessons to b i drawn from 
some of the facts thus briefly enumerated. 
It is perfectly certain that leprosy can- 
not be cured by any me sures within our 
reach at present. Its contagious charac- 
ter likewise is beyond dispute. When left 
to itself it spreads more or less extensive- 
ly. On the other hand, wherever isola- 
tion is rigorously practised, and proper 
hygienic measures adopted, the march of 
the disease is invariably checked. The 
inference to bo drawn from such facts as 
these must bo patent to everyone. Some 
months ago it was resolved to commem- 
orate tho work and death of Father 
Damien by "erecting a monument to his 
memory and by sending out a commission 
to India," in order to discover the Btepa 
that should be taken to alleviate, audit 
possible to eradicate, the disease. It is to 
be hoped that no time will be lost in 
carrying these resolutions into effect. 
The work of the commission will, in all 
important respects, be a very easy one. 
There is only one plan by which the 
disease can be eradicated, viz., the con- 
struction of a sufficient number of leper 
hospitals, and the compulsory detention 
of the sufferers. Such a work would 
doubtless require the expenditure ol a 
large sum of money, much patience and 
much labour. All these, however, ought 
to be forthcoming. The eradication of 
leprosy from our Eastern Empire would 
indeed be a splendid monument to l-'ather 
Damien's memory— in truth a m'oniunent- 
um tere perenniui. 

MOLTKE'S CROWN DIAMONDS. 

The Emperor of Germany has created 
a special distinction, a crown in diamonds 
pour le merite, and bestowed it on Count 
Moltke in commemoration of the jubilee 
of his entrance into the order. The gift 
was accompanied by the following letter: 

My Dear Field Marshal.,— Fifty 
years have elapsed since the day on which 
my late great-grandf ilhor bestowed on 
you tho Order Pour le Merite for your 
distinguished conduct in Turkey. Dur- 
ing my recent stay ill that distant and 
interesting land I had a good opportunity 
of learning how fresh the memory ot the 
observant and active officer of the general 
staff of 18,'W still is amid the scenes of his 
first military achievements. To-day, 
however, you must permit rile to remem- 
ber, more than all, the immortal services 
which you have been permitted to render 
your Fathorland since than. It isdilli- 
cult for mo to add a further token ol 
recognition to chose with which your 
sovereigns have expressed their gratitude 
for your doeds. Still, 1 cannot allow to- 
day's unique anniversary to pass without 
ono. I, therefore, herewith bestow on 
you the crown, to be worn with the 
decoration of honour earned fifty years 
ago, which, as a token of my special 
affection, I have made in diamonds. The 
army and tho Fatherland join with me 
in hoping that you will enjoy the dis- 
tinction (God willing) for a long time to 
come, as hale and hearty as over.

for lie is ilil.nsell independently wealthy,

In 18(51 ho made u visit 
to -the United States and was placed by 
General McOlellaii on his staff; be served 
to the conclusion of tho campaign in 
Virginia, and the retreat of the army of 
the Potomac m June, 18(12.

The eutrai.ee ball contains guns and 
lawn-tennis bats tastefully tied together, 
a glass case crowned with roses and tilled 
with infant tigers gamboling in a minia- 
ture jungle, and on the adjoining wall 
the antlers of a deer slain by the Comt- 
esse. lna few moments th re appears 
tho Comte, Philippe d'Orleaus, as erect 
to-day as he was the day ho led the 
cliarge at Gaines' .Mills.

His eye IS clear 
and piercing, and there ale streaks of 
grey in both his hair and mustache. His 
clothing is plain blue tweed, and he 

wears for jewelry a silver watch chain and 
a curioiia gold pin in his scarf, shaped 
like a rose, to remind you both of a sold- 
ier and a king. He treats his guests in 
a charming, frank manner, and offers the 
freedom of his house and the service of 
one, of bis secretaries for an inspection.

The b asons of tho mutiny have not been 
forgotten. The English army of 40,000 
men has boon increased to 72,000, and 
tho Native Army of 250,000 men h,is 
been reduced to 752,000, and out of 103 
batteries of 'artillery 88 are maimed by 
Europeans, Bul this force, numerically 
small, is better equipped, a' d with the 

assistance Of tho railways can be concen- 
trated on any point with tile utmost 
faoilty. Three thousand soldiers sullice 
for Bengal, and the rest of the army is 
available for more turbulent, provinces. 
Twenty thousand volunteers make a 
satisfactory auxilliary force, and a native 
reserve is being created. The questions 
of transport and commissariat are not 
easy of solution, but great improvements 
have been made, and perfection is aimed 
at. Tim Stall' Corps has come into ex- 
istence within the last thirty years, and 
when cured of its superabundance of 
Generals and its extensive retiring al- 
lowances, will not on the whole be a 
disappointment to its originators. The 
position of the offioers in it has improved. 
The possibility of a Russian attack on 
India is now admitted; the indolent 
security in which wo were lulled has been 
dispelled, and we have endeavored to 
make the northwest impregnable. We 
have now opposed to Russia a line of 
formidable defences, outside of which is 
a friendly Afghanistan, and inside is a 
host of British, troops, intrepid English, 
sturdy Sikh, and active (iurkha, ranged 



under the flag which to thein has been 
tile signal of victory for generations. 
Emphatically peace and public works has 
boon the motto of the last thirty years, 
and beneficent reforms has followed iu 
their train. — Bombay Gazette.

Dr. Robson Rooae contributes an in- 
teresting article on "Lepers and Leprosy 
in Norway" to the Fortnightly Review. 
After showing what has boen done by the 
Norwegian authorities, he survoys the 
disease from the point of view most im- 
portant to English readers. Isolation of 
iudividual lepers [he writes] removes a 
.source of considerable risk to the com- 
munity at large, and is certainly justifi- 
able on this accouiit alone. But there ia 
another reason for the adoption uf such a 
measure, and it is one which is not dictat- 
ed by motives of self-interest. The fact 
cannot be too strongly insisted upon that 
although leprosy is an incurable disease', 
uot a few of its most distressing symp- 
toms jan be decidedly palliated by medi- 
cal and other remedies. Medical scie- co 
is not altogether helpless in the presence 
*f this terrible malady. The neuralgic 
pains, which are apt to torture the un- 
fortunate patients in a manner almost 
indescribable, are sometimes considerably 
relieved by vapour baths, tepid baths, 
by cupping along the course of the affect- 
ed nerves, and by various remedies ad- 
ministered internally. Affections of tho 
-eyes are very frequent and formidable 
results of leprosy, and can often be satis- 
factorily dealt with. The frequency of 
this symptom may be measured by the 
feet that, a few yesrs ago, among sixty- 
four patients iu the Molde Hospital forty- 
' one were thus affected ; in thirty-seven 
of these cases both eyes were diseased; 
in six of them vision was totally lost. 
By performing certain operations at the 
proper time, and by the adoption of other 
. measures, Dr. Kaurin and others have 
•ucceeded in saving many eyes from des- 
truction. It is almost needless to add 
that treatment of this character can be 
carried on only in hospitals. Even the 
Uast amelioration of the lot of these 
peor sufferers is an object worth striving 
for. 

By way of contrast with the efforts of 
the Norwegian authorities, and as show- 
ing the matter in which leprosy spreads 
wheu left to itself, I will take a few ex- 
amples gathered from other parts of the 
world and cited bv Dr. Leloir in his 
excellent Trait pratique *t iheorique de la 
Lepre. In the island of Triuvdad, iu 1805, 
there were three lepers in a population 
of thirty thousand ; in 1884 there were 
about five hundred among a population 
wliiob had increased siifold. According 
U» another estimate, Trinidad contained 
eight hundred and sixty lepers ten years 
ago. A local practitioner. Dr. de Ver- 
teuille, believes that the number of lepers 
om the island far exceeds five hundred, 

4 and adda that the disease is spreading 
among the white inhabitants. Fifty 
years ago, there were three or four such 
families.^with one leprous member; in 
1884 Dr. de Verteuille himself could 
enumerate fifteen, and doubtless others 
could easily be found. It is true that a 
leper hospital exists in Trinidad ; but the 
patients are allowed to enter and leave it 
just as they please. Compulsory isola- 
tion has never been adopted. At the 
date referred to, the hospital contained 
-three whites, ninety-seven Africans and 
.Creoles, and forty-three coolies. In 
(Curacoa, another island of the same 
;group, the Dutch authorities have, during 
the last forty years, adopted rigorous 
prophylactic measures, and the number 
of lepers has been kept down to ten or 
twelve. The experience of the South 
American States, known as British, 
Dutch, and French Ouiaua, illustrates in 
a remarkable manner the effects of isola- 
tion and of neglect. In Dutch Guiana, 
which is situated between the English 
and French possessions, the authorities 
act as in Curacoa, for they know full well 
that leprosy is contagious. In tho other 
State* no precautions are taken, and each 
ooutaiii* far more lepers than are to be 
found iu the Dutch State. Dr. Leloir is 
quite justified in asserting that leprosy 
always disappears from countries iu wkich 
lepers are rigorously isolated, the rapidity 
. of its extinction being in direct propor- 
. tioa to the care with which the law is 
.carried out. The policy of isolation of the 
sick is of course based upon a belief in tho 
.contagious character of the diseaso; this 
view is now accepted by the Norwegian 
Government and by all Norwegian 
physicians. It may be well to glance at 
a few of the facts and arguments which 
can be adduced in its support. In the 
drat place, there are several instances of 
leprosy having been introduced into 
(vvsnMes previously freo from the disoase, 
Hid of its rapid spread in tho course of a 
tow iecades. The case of the Sandwich 
Ulan |i is only too well known. Fifty 
t sj i , ago leprosy had not been heard of 
kci: ;.-g the natives; at the present day, 
according to Dr.' Leloir, one-fifteenth of 
the aborigines are suffering from the 
complaint. ' Another strong argument in 
favor of the contagiousness of loprosy is 
supplied by the esses of persons who 
have immigrated into infected localities 
and have, sooner or later, been attacked 
by the disease. Father Damien's case 
is one of the strongest that can be adduc- 
ed. A young and healthy European 
.went to a distant island in the Pacific, 
and after living and working among 
.lepers for about ten years, began to show 
•signs of the disease, from the effects of 
which he ultimately died. It is nothing 
to the purpose to say that we do uot 
know how the virus gains access to the 
body, and the supposition that local 
telluric influences are sufficient to ac- 
count for the origin and spread of the 
disease cannot possibly be acceptod, As 
iu the oaau of scarlet feYer, measles, and 

. . small-pox, it may bo regarded as certain 
that a person never , becomes leprous

AFFAIRS IN BRAZIL. 

The New York Times says: — The ease 
with which the Republicans of Brazil put 
the Imperial Government out of exist- 
ence and established one of their own in 
its place was not only no guarantee of 
order and the permanence of the new 
Government, but it was a direct invita- 
tion and incentive to fresh outbreaks and 
new revolutions, Marshal da Fonseca 
and his friends were probably not tho 
only persons in the Brazilian army who 
are fond of power and confident iu their 
ability to exercise it with distinguished 
wisdom. The experience of the West 
Coast republics has shown that pretty 
nearly every Spanish- American citizen 
aspires to be President or Dictator before 
he dies, and the honours and perquisites 
of ollice can scarcely seem less desirable 
to the descendants of the Portuguese set- 
tlers of the realm lately ruled by Dom 
Pedro. It is more than probable that 
the revolt in the army of which the cable 
despatch from our correspondent in Rio 
brings news was an attempt on the part 
of a faction to wrest tho provisional Gov- 
ernment from the bands of the present 
executive and his ministers. The fact 
that al rests are reported as an indication 
that the Government is strong enough to 
sustain itself, but the peace of the now 
republic can hardly be considered secure 
against counter revolutions until the 
constituent assembly summoned to meet 
in February shall have formulated or- 
ganic laws and a Government represent- 
ing the Will of the people has been estab- 
lished. 



HOARDING DOLLAR BILLS. 

Prom t ho Danbury News,

ENGLISH CAPITAL IN AMERICAN 
BREWERIES. 

English capital was not invested in 
American breweries until such invest- 
ment had been suggested and encouraged 
by the profitable use of money iu the 
same industry at home. There have 
been converted into joint-stock companies 
in Great Britain eighty seven breweries, 
the par value of their capital stock and 
other securities being mure than .S250,- 
000,01)0, The market value is much 
larger, for a list of the last dividends 
paid by those companies in no case slu ws 
a distribution of less than five per cent., 
while 8 and 10 per cent, are quite com- 
mon, and in several eases 15 and 20 per 
cent, has been divided. We showed a 
few days ago that the return upon Eng- 
lish money invested in breweries in this 
country had been very satisfactory in the 
cases of certain companies that have been 
iu existence long enough to permit a 
division of profits. The Frank .Jones 
Brewing Company is paying the fixed 
interest on bonds and preference stock 
and 12 per cunt, on the common stock. 
The dividend oh the ordinary shares of 
the New York Breweries Company for 
tll'e first year was 15 per cent. So long 
as such profits shall be reported officially, 
English money will seek the breweries. 
But it is probable that the early divid- 
ends of some of these transferred proper- 
ties will excoed those of later years.— 
New York Time*. 



The Qreat Explorer Dislikes Small Talk 
and Considers Soelety News

A very curious letter, in which Henry 
M. Stanley gives hiB views on love and 
the ladies generally, has fallen into my 
hands and 1 cannot refrain from tran- 
scribing part of it for the edification of 
your readers. The extract shows Stanley 
in a now light. The letter is dated from 
Jenny n street, London, where Stanley 
lived boforo his departure for his last trip 
into the heart of the Dark Continent, and 
it is dated August 1, 1884. It ia address- 
ed to a pout who shall be nameless and 
brings out in all its fullness tho upright, 
manly qualities of tho groat American 
explorer. He says : 

"For the life of me 1 cannot sit still a 
moment when anything approaching to 
love comes on the tapis.

I 
wished to say, my dear friend, that I am 
absolutely uncomfortable when speaking 
to a woman, unless she is such a rare 
one that bIio will lot me hear aomo com- 
mon sonso. The fact is, 1 can't talk to 
women. In their presence 1 am just as 
much of a hypocrite as any other man, 
and it galls mo that I must act, and bo 
affected, and parody myself for no earthly 
reason, but because 1 think, with our 
other men, that to speak or act otherwise 
would not bo appreciated. It is such a 
falso position that 1 do not care to put 
mysolf into it." 

Stanley then goes on to qualify his 
strictures by saying that there is one 
lady, a friend of the poot to whom he 
writes, to whom he can apeak, because 

"after tllO first fan minutes of strange- 
ness have gone she soon lets you know 
that chaff won't do. Therefore," ho 
adds, "ploaso say a hearty friend wishes 
her daily enjoyment of her life."

the port. The Mogul steamed out and 
alongside the ill-fated craft, got a line 
fast to her and towed her to an anchor- 
age in Port Angeles. Of course this 
makes no difference from a salvage claim- 
ing point of view. Stetson & Griffith 
are entitled to reasonable salvage for 
saving the hulk. But if the story of 
the Port Angeles people be true, it cer- 
tainly looks to be an exhorbitant charge 
On the part of Stetson & Griffith to de- 
mand from tho Pacilic Coast Steamship 
Company, owners of the Idaho, 815,000 
for salvage in anchoring a craft it took 
them less than an hour to go out to Bud 
pick up. As tho matter now stands be- 
tween the company and the salvagers, 
it will have to be settled in the courts. 
When it is, the company will|proceod to 
remove the engines and boilers from the 
Idaho. The hull will then be broken 
up and all the iron taken out of it." 



THE BONUS BY -LAWS. 

Tho Milling Co. Mean Husluess-Tlic By- 
Law? Should be CarTieu, 

There seems to lie an undercurrent of 
opposition against the bonuses proposed 
to be granted tho Mt Royal Milling 
Co, for the retention of the rice mills 
and the establishment of a flouring mill ; 
also for the erection and operation of a 
sugar refinery. It has been hinted that 
the finances of the company will not 
permit of it. The company are incorpo- 
rated under the laws of Quebec and have 
a capital of l|300,000. Mr. Refold is 
one of Montreal's well-known million- 
aire wholesalers and shipowners. Mr. 
Ross is backed by a London, Eng., 
firm worth millions, It will be neces- 
sary to immediately spend $35,000 to 
establish the flouring mill, which would 
be running in six months, and before 
the year waso.it fully $75,000 would be 
invested. 

The erection of a sugar refinery would 
cost over $250,000, the machinery alone 
costing in Germany $100,000. It is 
absurd to state that the men who would 
expend so great a Hum in an enterprise 
are doing so for the purpose of securing 
one-seventh of the amount in the shape 
of a city bonus. It is understood that 
R. P. Rithet will bo interested with 
Hall, Ross & Co. in this enterprise, 
which will be located at the outer 
wharf. 

Tho operation of rice, Hour, and sugar 
mills will create a very large trade, and 
the freight from the same would he suf- 
ficient inducement for tho calling of the 
China or Australian steamers if nothing 
else offered. Besides this, there are 
the numerous businesses that would bo 
fostered. Druyage alone from the rice 
and flouring mills would amount to 

$500 per month. 

It is not the case, as has been stated, 
that Hall, Ross it Co. huvo sought these 
bonuses. They hud partly made ar- 
rangements to go to Vancouver, and it 
was suggested to them that substantial 
inducements would be given them if 
they remained in Victoria. Had it not 
been for the prompt action taken Vic- 
torians would have the annoyance of 
seeing an established industry removed 
from among them. 

Every real estate owner should con- 
tribute a vote in favor of these by-laws. 
The concessions are not large, and they 
will soon pay a very handsome return. 
Victoria is on the high road to u suc- 
cessful year. Don't delay progress by a 
narrow-minded and short-sighted view 
of these bonuses, but vote for every one.
